Four appointments to the A. P, I. Board of Trustees were 
announced recently by. Gov. James E. Folsom. They are Gould 
M. Beech, Montgomery; Reuben Wright, Tuscaloosa, Dr. 
Joseph Davis, Albertville, and Guy R, Lynn, Huntsville. 


Mr. Beech succeeds Earl McGowin as trustee represenfing 


the second congressional district. 
Dr. Davis will fill the unexpired 
ferm of the late Judge W. B. 
Bowling of the fifth district. Mr. 
Wright succeeds Judge Robert 
Greene of the sixth district. 

A former instructor at Auburn, 
Mr. Beech is editor of the South- 


€rn Farmer in Montgomery. He 
Was connected with the college 
two years, during which he 
Served as agricultural news writ- 
er for the extension service and 
instructor in journalism. He holds 


the A. B. degree from the Uni- 
versity of Alabama. 


Dr. Davis is a graduate of the 
School of Veterinary Medicine 
Class of °42. He is a practicing 
veterinarian in Albertville. 
Wright is a prominent young 
attorney of Tuscaloosa and was 
actively identified with the Fol- 


Som campaign for governor. 


Appointment of Mr. Beech and 
Mr. Wright for full 12-year terms, 
while Dr. Davis’ appointment is 
to. serve the remaining eight 


years of the term to which Judge 
Bowling was appointed. 


Guy R. Lynn, named by Gov. 
Folsom to be the Eighth Dis- 
trict trustee, sueeeeds Edward 
‘A, O’Neal of Florence, president 
of the American Farm Bureau 
Federation. Lynn, who is Madi- 
son County “supervisor of the 
Farmers Home Administration, 
has_been president of the Hunts- 
ville Civitan Club and is past 
president of the Madison County 
Agricultural Workers’ Council. 
He is a veteran of World War I, 
having served two and one-half 
years in the Army. He was born 
in’ Cullman county. 


Some 7,000 students and towns- 
people heard Gov. James E. Fol- 


‘som speak*on “‘The Future-of Au- 


burn” at the. Auburn ~ Stadium 
over a statewide radio network 
Friday, Feb. 21. There was ap- 
plause when the governor ex- 
pressed his desire “to see Auburn 
become the greatest land-grant 
eollege in the nation.” 

Gov. Folsom talked abeut the 
three parts of A. P. I.—college, 
experiment station, and extension 
service. 

“What does the college mean 
to you?” he asked. “Well, some 
of your sons and daughters get 
an education here. But whether 
your child’ ever ‘comes. here or 
not, the college is still important 
to you. This college may decide 
whether you're going to have a 
good job next year. If Auburn 
turns out a good engineer, he 
may find a way to start a factory 
in your home town. He may see 
a way to use our rith natural re- 
sources to create more oppor- 
tunity for people.” 

The experiment station, the 
governor said, may decide what 
kind of corn Alabama_ farmers 
grow. He stressed the. import- 
ance of research. 

“Our state has got to have 
more research. All kinds of re= 
search. We’ve got to know about 
hybrid corn. And hybrid chick- 
ens, too. We’ve got to learn how 
to produce more with less labor.” 

He continued, “Auburn’s third 
big job-is extension work. That’s 
your county agent and your 
home agent. Because of the Ex- 
tension Service every farm and 
home in Alabama is on the cam- 
pus of Auburn. Right from the 
Tennessee line to the Gulf, Au- 
burn has a responsibility.” 

Auburn will cost every man, 
woman and child in Alabama 85 
cents next year, Gov. Folsom 
said, 

“Now that’s a bargain. Where 
could you get more for your 
money? For 85 cents you are a 
stockholder in a college that has 
6,500 students. That’s the reason 
that I say that when govern- 
ment’s run for the people and 
does @_ good job, it’s the best 
bargain money can buy.” 

There was much _- applause 
when he said, “The teachers here 
have too many classes to teach, 
and too many students in every 
class. Most of the teachers here 
don’t make enough money for 
their families to live on. Many 


fine teachers have had to give up 


and go into some other kind of 
work. There are some fine ones 
left. But if you and I don’t do 
something, they'll give up too. 
We've got to do something. And 
we've got to do it right away.” 

“Auburn,” Gov. Folsom con- 
tinued, “has got to be one in- 
stitute. The college, the experi- 
ment station, and the extension 
service are part of one institu- 
tion. Auburn has one president. 
One board of trustees.. One job. 
It gets its money from one place. 
The people.” 

About the extension 
Gov. Folsom said: 

“First, we want the extension

The A. P. I. Board of Trustees met for the first time with. 
Ex-Officio Chairman Gov. James E. Folsom Friday, Feb. 21, 
at 1l-a. m. in Pres. L. N. Duncan’s office. . 
Students had been milling about Samford Hall to get a 
glimpse of the governor on “Governor Folsom Day.” 
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Experiment Station and Agri- 
cultural Extension Service re« 
quests are for $411,860, and $485,< 
000 respectively. 

Upon presentation of the bud- 
get request, Mr. Beech asked 
whether the amount requested 
would equip Auburn to do as 7 
good a job in education as is be- 
ing done by the best schools of 
its type in the nation. Both Pres. 
Duncan -and Ralph Draughon, 
Board secretary, replied in the 
negative. 

Beech replied: “Then we should 
increase it. As a trustee I am 
not willing to go on record as 
approving what you have termed 
a minimum request. We should 
ask for enough money .to make 
Auburn the equal.of any land ~ 
grant college in the country. If 
the Legislature says we must 
have a second rate school that is 
their problem.” - 

At that point Gov. Folsom 
spoke up and said he agreed with

Mr. Spann received his’ B. S.

degree of electrical engineer. He 
joins the faculty at Auburn after 
distinguished career as 
a design engineer, inventor, and 
industrial executive. 


‘During and following World 
War I he served in the Coast Ar- 
tillery. of the U .S. Army. He was 
discharged in 1926 with the rank 
of captain. For the next three 
years he was a design engineer 
with Bell Telephone Laboratori ies 
developing many patents in tele- 
phony and telephone apparatus. 
He also taught part-time at the 
Evening School of New York 
University. 


In 1928 Mr. Spann was appoint- 
ed assistant chief engineer in 
charge of development and re- 
search in the Paris Laboratories 
of the International Telephone 
and Telegraph Company. He 


served this company five years. 
He remained in France until 1935, 
engaging in private engineering 
practice and in the development 
and application of his many in« 
ventions. : 


Since 1935, Mr. Spann has been 
executive engineer with the 
Radio Corporation of America, 
Camden, N. J. During War II, in 
addition to his administrative 
duties, he served the company as 
liaison with the War Depart- 
ment, Navy Department, and 
other federal agencies in all mat-~ 
ters relating to government con- 
tracts. He installed throughout 
the many departments of he 
RCA plant a scientific method of 
inspection by means of statisti- 
cal quality control, and as direc~ 
tor of the quality control depart- 


ment, had entire responsibility 
for the testing and _ inspection 
function. 


In addition to his wide industri« 
al and engineering experience,

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FORMER INSTRUCTOR GAINS FAME 
FOR BIOGRAPHY OF SHELLEY 


February, 1947 
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A former instructor at A. P. I. 
Dr. Newman Ivey White, now 
chairman of the department of 
English at Duke University, is 
the author of a _ two-volume 
biography, “Shelly,” which the 
New York Times called “a mon- 
umental work which will endure 
as long as the poet’s fame — and 
that is deathless.” 


Dr. White taught at Auburn in 
1916. He had become interested 
jin Negro poetry and folklore 
when he was an undergraduate 
at Duke University. This interest 
increased when he was teaching 
in the English department at 
A; P.--1. 


Two years later he attracted 
the attention of George Lyman 
Kittredge, the great Shakespear- 
ean scholar, by a report which he 
made on some aspect of the sub- 
ject. Later, additional work and 
research expended the report into 
“An Anthology of Verse by 
American. Negro Folk Songs“ in 
1928. 


The Shelley * biography was 
published in 1940. In addition to 
this book, Dr. White has pub- 
lished, during the last 15 years, 


three volumes concerning Shelley 


and about 20 scholarly papers, 
all of which qualify him as an 
authority. 

Dr. White had chosen Shelley 
as the subject for his doctoral dis- 
sertation at Harvard. This was 
the beginning of 25 years of ab- 
sorbing labor which led Dr. and 
Mrs. White not @nly into the 


libraries of England and America, 
but along Shelley’s trail through 
Western England.
